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Jury finds 
man guilty | 
of animal 
cruelty

A Flint area man was found 
guilty for an animal cruelty 
charge following a daylong jury 
trial in Crawford County 
District Court on Friday. 

The jury of three men and 
three women delivered the 
guilty verdict for Robert Choate, 
59, of Burton after about 90 
minutes of deliberations. 

Choate faces up to 93 days in 
jail, a $1,000 fine and 200 hours 
of community service when he 
is sentenced by 46th Circuit 
District Court Judge John G. 
Hunter, at 9 a.m. on Tuesday, 
Jan, 31, for animal cruelty-aban- 
donment. 

Choate was accused of violat- 
ing a state law passed in 1931 
which requires people who own 
animals or livestock to provide 
food, water, shelter and reason- 
ably sanitary conditions for the 
animals. 

The Choates had been keep- 
ing chickens, rabbits, turkeys 
and ducks on their property 
located off of Old 27 in Beaver 
Creek Township.

Animal Shelter of Crawford 
County officials were given the 
greenlight last week to have an 
architect put pen to paper to 
design plans for a new shelter 
building. 

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners authorized 
the shelter board to pick one of 
three selected finalists to com- 
plete the design plans and ren- 
derings for the new shelter. 

Bradley H. Butcher and 
Associates of Gaylord, McHugh 
Architect Engineering Corp. of 
Gaylord and Thomas O’ Brien 
Architect Inc. were the potential 
firms shelter offictals will con- 
tact to design the new shelter. 
Nine firms submitted bids for 
the project. 

The county is applying for a 
$300,000 U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) grant and 
Joan in order to build a new shel- 
ter facility, 

The Animal Shelter of 
Crawford County, Inc., a non- 
profit agency, has operated the 
shelter since 1991 when the 
county decided it could no 
longer run the shelter due to 
budget concerns.

“Twas concerned that no one 
was doing anything,” Whiteside 
said. 

Beaver Creek Township resi- 
dents Gerald and Vivian Balmes 
stopped at the Choate’s property 
on May 15, 2003 after going by 
several times and not seeing any- 
one there. Gerald Balmes said 
they noticed a number of dead

Balmes noted that the weather

“No one had been in or out of 
there for quite awhile,” Gerald 
Balmes said. 

Anthansia Choates said the 
couple got their first chickens 
from another truck driver, then 
bought more from the Tractor 
Supply Company store. She said 
they would buy hundreds of 
pounds of food for the animals, 
and would haul gallons of water 
from a nearby. truck stop.

Bids solicited for housing repairs

An issue involving a local 
builder accused of poor work- 
manship for a job funded through 
the Crawford County Housing 
‘Commission is back in the hands 
of local officials, 

Crawford County 
Commissioners last week 
learned that the Bureau of 
Commercial Services enforce- 
ment officials: have closed a com- 
plaint: file — that 
Township.» resident Shannon 
Secord filed against builder Scott 
Schwartz, the owner of the SMK 
Beautification. State officials 
said they were notified that 
Secord, Schwartz and the hous- 
ing commission had entered into 
several settlement agreements, 
including having building mate- 
rials supplied by Schwartz to 
facilitate repairs on the home by 
Secord’s husband, Allan Secord. 
Grayling Township Building 
Inspector Bob Dixon, who 
inspected the home, said there 
were no code violations for the 
work and he did not have juris- 
diction over workmanship issues. 

“He has met the demands of 
the state, so now this is back in 
our lap,” said Sandy Coe, chair- 
woman of the Crawford County

Housing Commission Board, 

Secord obtained a loan from 
the Crawford County Housing 
Commission allowing her to buy 
and remodel her home located at 
118 Woodleaf Drive. The proj- 
ect, which was funded through 
federal and state low interest 
loans, involved replacing kitchen 
cabinets, replacing windows, 
flooring, siding and remodeling 
the bathroom. 

The home remodeling project 
has become: an issue in recent 
months after Secord appealed to 
county commissioners that 
repeated efforts to address issues 
with her home were going no 
where. 

The county board earlier this 
month asked Cy Wakeley, the 
director of the Crawford County 
Housing Commission, to expe- 
dite matters with state licensing 
officials, 

Now, the housing commission 
has agreed to solicit bids from 
three builders who will fix sid- 
ing and lighting problems, prob- 
lems with window trim and an 
issue with a sliding glass door, 

Secord will be allowed to 
select the contractor who will 
complete the work after the bids 
are received by the housing com- 
mission. 


“We don’t want to put a limit 
on when the bids are due and not 
allow her to secure those bids,” 
Wakeley said. 

Secord said she was not 
pleased that state officials were 
not taking action over the issue. 

“If there were no workmanship 
issues, why is another building 
being hired to come back and 
make the repairs?” she asked. 

County commissioners last 
week inquired about the housing 
commission policies so that 
Wakeley, who disburses funds to 
the contractors, is not serving as 
an inspector for the work. 
Housing commission — board 
members said that Wakeley has 
been serving in both roles due to 
limited resources, 

An additional fee, beyond a 
building permit fee, would be 
required to bring in the outside 
inspector. 

“Permit prices our really irrel- 
evant, because if it requires a per- 
mit, they’re going to have to have 
a permit,’ Wakeley said. “What 
we're talking about would be an 
additional inspection fee that 
may be thirty or forty dollars.”

Bi-partisanship is casualty in election hassle

That’s part of 
the exact language to appear on 
the November ballot. 

In Michigan, affirmative action 
is a highly incendiary subject, 
arousing strong feelings, often 
along party lines. And so it did 
with the canvassing board, which 
after much arguing and a raucous 
public meeting finally accepted 
the petitions and adopted ballot 
language under orders from a 
state court.

When the HeadWaters Land 
Conservancy met its goal of rais- 
ing $125,000 for a challenge 
grant, it was more than obtaining 
the largest contribution to date. 

- It was the first step to a higher 
level of existence. 

' “It’s going to help us hire the 
staff that we need to do the land 
protection work that we're being 
asked to do,” Fred Gottschalk, 


HWLC’s executive director, 
said, 
‘ The Carls Foundation in 


Detroit sponsored the grant. 
. “We've worked with many 
conservancies all over 
Michigan,” Elizabeth  Stieg, 
executive director of the Carls 
Foundation, said. “HeadWaters 
showed a compelling need for 
the grant.” 

, One of the most important 
reasons Stieg gives for issuing 
the grant is the concentration of 
big lands in the HWLC service 
area, 

“It’s a beautiful area of the 
state,’ she said. “Because it’s 
more rural, it provides a lot of 
opportunities to place a conser- 
vation easement.” 

The grant was also an opportu- 
nity for HWLC to build its finan- 
cial support capacity. 

' “We went out and solicited

That helps 
because we know from their 
pledges that we have a certain 
amount of money we can count 
on.”

They’re 
interested in seeing forest lands 
and farm lands, and they went 
the extra miles so we can Contin- 
ue protecting the ‘Up North’ you 
enjoy.” - - 

William Carls, founder of 
Numatics Inc, and his wife 
Marie formed the Carls 
Foundation, in 1961. It works 


with many conservancies and 
trusts to preserve the natural 
beauty of Michigan. 

Headwaters Land 
Conservancy is a non-profit 
organization that covers the 
northeastern area of Michigan. 
It was started in 1993 and cur- 
rently has over 3500 acres under 
its protection. 

A conservation easement like 
the Marsh’s is a voluntary legal 
agreement that allows a 
landowner to permanently pro- 
tect land and limit future devel- 
opment of the land, while retain- 
ing ownership and the ability to 
sell. Conservation easements are . 
perpetual. Future owners of the 
land are held to the terms of the 
agreement, and the land conser- 
vancy is responsible for perma- 
nently monitoring and enforcing 
the terms. A building envelope 
for future homesites can be built 
into the conservation easement 
as long as it does not disrupt the 
conservation values of the prop- 
erly.

serious health problem. Blurred vision in a woman may 
indicate the presence of gestaional diabetes, an elevation 
of blood sugar during the last half of a pregnancy. 
Bhuring or spots can atso indicate that the expectant 
mother has high bleod pressure or is experiencing 
Pregnancy-Induced Hypertension (PIH), an increase in 
blood pressure which wsually occurs after the 20th week. 
Other conditions expectant mothers may be susceptible to 
--- Preeclampsia and Eclamosia, which can elevate blood 
pressure to extreme levels — can actually cause hemor- 
rhages in the eye and even a detached retina. 

In general, a woman's Immune system is compromised 
during pregnancy. The body allocates so much energy 
toward protecting the fetus that mom-to-be may pay the 
price. Discuss any changes in vision or strange complica- 
tions you may have with your obstetrician. He or she may 
alleviate your fears by explaining that your vision prob- 
lems are simply routine and normal or, in some instances, 
may recommend that you visit an optician or ophthal- 
mologist for further testing.
